Artificial manures — The Refuse 
of Pork Houses, At . 

The long settlement of the European coun- • 
tries a id thc exhausting sv stem of cultivation 
formtrly practiced by the farmers, hav rendered 
it necessary to employ every possible means to ' 
restore the fertility of those lands, In order to 
sustain the large and increasing population. ; 
Besides the manures that are usually made up- 
on the farms and carefully husbanded and re- 
turned to the soil, a variety of artificial manures { 
are made use of. Some of the establishments 
employed in the manufacture of these manures 1 
are very extensive, and in which a large amount | 
of capital is some times employed. The manu.es 
generally manufactured are Proudr tie, Gadou 
and Superphosphate of Lime. 

The manufacture of poudrette and gadou was 
first established in Paris, and it has since at- 
tracted the attention of the most eminent chem- 
ists who have rendered essential aid by throw* j 
ing uew and important light upon its manufac- 
ture. It is now extensively manufactured in | 
various parts of Europe, and several estabbsh* ! 
ments have been erected in this coun ry for the 
purpose, but one of which, we believe, is now j 
in successful operation. This is the “Lodi 
Manufacturing Company,” situated about three J 
m’les from the city of New York, where an ex- i 
tensive and profitable business is carried on. 

Proud ette is composed chiefly oi the contents 
of the city vaults, or night soil. This is dried . 
in pans and mixed up with various substances, , 
such as charred earth, charcoal, gound peat and 
aid plaster and reduced to a highly concen- 
trated, dry, inodorous manure, which otherwise 
remains one of the greatest nuisances of a city. 

Gadou 19 the name of a manure extensively 
used in Flemish husbandry, in a liquid form, and 
is applied before and alter planting, or unon 
rrass lands, with better eflVct than even pou- 
drette. This kind of manure is highly valuable 
on account of the large proportion of nitrogen it 
contains. 

When the Tanufacture of poudrette was firs’ 
intrx'uc'd in France the liquid portions were 
allowed to go to waste. A manufactory has since 
been cs.ablished at Montfaucon, near Paris, 
where the urine is secured and converted into 
sulphate of ammonia, and, calculating its va ue 
according to the amount of nitrogen it contains 
it is found to be wi rtb, to agriculture, nearly 
three times the %'alue of the poudrette. At this 
establishment six hundred cubic yards of night 
soil is received daily. 

Superphosphate of Lime — Bones have long 
been used in England, and other portions of Eu- 
rope, as a fertilizer. For this purpose, not only 
the bones from the butchers, dead animals from 
the city and fa r m, but the battle fields have been 
gleaned, for the bones of the men that have been 
slain. These are ground to different degrees of 
fineness, and sometimes added to the soil in the 
form of phosphate of lime. More recently sul- 
phuric acid (oil of vitriol) has been applied to the 
bone meal, and tho compound is then called 
superphospate of liras. This is no v manufac- 
tured, and sold in large quantities, both in Eu- 
rope and America. 

Raw bones, or those from which the gelatine 
has not been extracted— either in cooking or by 
the glue-makers — are best forr.anure. But even 
cilcined bones, the refuse of animal charcoa 1 , 
prepared for the sugar refiner-', make* valuable 
manure, and the charred bones, after having been 
used in the sugar houses, when mixed with the 
scum and other impurities arising in the process 
of sugar refining, is still more va'uabla as a fer- 
tilizer. 

Bones have been shipped from New Orleans, 
and other American ports, to England, for the 
purpose of being manufactured into bone manure. 
But sine* their value has become known upon 
the worn out lands of the Auntie States, they 
are now shipped there and manufactured in large 
quantities and find a ready sale. 

Guano . — The discovery of guano has produced 
a wonderful revolution in the agriculture of 
America as well as of Europe. For mauy years, 
lands in Maryland, V.rginia, North and Sou’h 
Carolina, and Georgia, hardly paid tbe cost of 
cultivation, so much reduced had they become, 
by an injudicious and wasteful course of cultiva- 
tion; but these same lands now, by the applica- 
tion of guano, are made to yield two, three, and 
even four times as much, with the same jpbor, as 
they did without the guano. Those who have 
not had occasion to look into the subject will be 
surpr sed to learn to what extent this manure is 
shipped to this country and to Europe, from the 
deposits on the coasts of Africa and Peru. 

Guano is the concentrated excrement offish 
eating birds. It is found in various pa ts of the 
world — upon de-ert headlands, and on the low 
islands of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, where 
the birds have had undisputed possession for 
endless ages of time. The island of Ichabo on 
the coast of Africa furnished the first nano 'hat 
wasintroduecd into the United States, but the 
largest portion from this islan I was taken c.o Eng- 
land. The supply from this source is now en- 
tirely exhausted. The chief supply is now de- 
rived from the Chincha Islands. These islands, 
three in number, are situated between latitudes 
13 0 and 14 ° , and about 12 miles from the coast 
of Peru, in the bay of Pisco. The guano from 
the coast of Peru is the best that has been dis- 
covered, from the fact that it never rai s there, 
and all the essentia] portions of these vest de- 
posits remain unwashed and pure for age*, un il 
the accumulation upon the larg' st of these islands 
is estimated in some places at three hundred feet 
deep. This island is about 11-2 n length and 
from 1-2 to i of a mile in width. The other two 
jslands lie South of this, and are within half a 
mile of each other. Off the North coast of Pe- 
ru are the Lobos Islands, two in number, which 
also afford a considerable supply of guano. These 
deposits are dry and solid, and require to be bro- 
ken up with picks. It is then wheeled to the 
edge of the island and conveyed to the ship’s 
hold through a canvas ehuta or funnel. 

In a private letter, received by the Boston 
Traveler, from these islands, dated 19tb of Feb., 
1855, it is stated that there were then loading at 
these islands (the Chincha’s) one hundred and 
sixty vessels, varying in size from 300 to 2.20' 1 
tons burden, everaging probably 800 tons. The 
average time for loading one of these vessels is 
about forty days. The exportation of gmnofrom 
these islands is estimated at 1,000 tons a day, 
and at this rate the entire supply would bs ex- 
hausted in ten years. 

jg;The loading and trimming of the ships with 
this material is one of the most unhealthy and 
exhausting labors that man is required ’o per- 
form. The work is done by convicts from Peru, 
and by Chinamen who have been stolen or decoy- 
ed from their homes for the purpose, and are 
doomed to become a sacrifice to this laboi in a 
few years. From the large amount of dust and 
ammonia given off in handling guano, it is impos- 
sible fot these men to remain below the deck of 
the ship more than ten minutes at a time. Many 
of these po. r wretches commit suicide rather 
than undergo the suffering to which they are 
doomed. 

The quantity of guano imported into the 
United States may now be set down at about 
20 >,000 tons annut lly, this at #55 a ton (which 
is about the price charged) will take out of our 
country# 1,000,000 for imported manure — more 
than equal to half the average amount of all the 
grain we export. For a comparatively new 
country this is a startling fact. 

If by following an improper system of culti- 
vation, lor so short a period in the few Alla ti 
States snch an amount is required for the pur- 
chase of foreign manures, what will be the 
condi' ion of the whole country when brought 
under cultivation fifty years hence, if the sa-< e 
improvident system of cultivation is continued, 
after these deposits are exhausted! These are 
questions worthy the serious consideration of 
every farmer in the land. 

Artificial Guano is now manufactured to a 
considerable extent in England, France and a!so 
in the United States, from fish. On Rhode 
Island, Long Island and in some parts of New 
Jersey, the manufacture of manure is extensive- 
ly carried on. Menhaden, or bony fi h, which 
are taken in seins, frequently a million at a haul, 
is thc kind usually employed, after having obtain- 
ed the oil from th m, by a steaming process. — 
Many barrels of oil are thus secured. 

We have at considerable length alluded to 
' oms of ths various forms of artificial manure 



now used, and to tbe immense quantity of gu- 
ano imported into this country for the purpose 
of impressing upon the minds of our Western 
farmers the importance of saving materials that 
are now allowed to go entirely to waste, materials 
which may be o tained, for the present, ; n great 
abundance, capable of affording an artificial gu- 
ano equal in its fertilizing qualities to that ob- 
tained from the coast ol Peru. We allude to 
the 

Refuse of Pork Houses.*— The blood, intestines 
and all the internal organs lha are usna ly 
thrown away, the bones and muscles of the 
heads and feet, after having been submitted to 
the steaming process, for extracting the lard or 
oi-. A 1 these may be used to ths beat advan- 
tage in the manufacture of man .re. 

Blood is one ot the most concentrated fer- 
tilizing materials within our reach. Blood and 
flesh in their chemical constituents are almost 
precisely the s.me, and in nearly the same pro- 
portions as those of wheat and other leading 
products ol the farm. 

To secure th* blood at the pork houses a tank 
may easily be sunk under the platform of each 
killing apartment, and al the blood conveyed 
into them, and afterwards hauled into the coun- 
try and manufactured into manure. 

A company has recently been incorporated in 
Eng'and for the manufacture of what is called 
The Pa' ent Nitro Phosphate or Blood Manure. 
For market garden purposes nothing can be 
more valuable t tan blood, it incorporated with 
the proper materials. The intestines and other 
fleshy parts of tin waste of the pork houses w 0 
require a longer period to be fully decomposed 
and fit for use. 

To render these substances available as mo- I 
nurc they should be incorporated fully, in proper 
proportions with peal*, scrapings of partly de- 
cayed leaves and surfice soil from the woods, 
tnrf from the road sides and fence e rners, at.d 
the like. If the tnrf was partially chared it 
would be better. These materials should be 
stacked up in masses, or deposited in pits, shel- 
tered from the rain, in ths pr portion oi one load 
of blood, intestines, ike., to five or six of prat 
or scrapings and be thoroughly mixed and al- 
lowed to lay until composition has fully tsken 
piace before it is applied to the land. 

The bones of the heads, after having been 
steamed are easily pulverised — these and the 
remaining flesh may be treated in a similar man- 
ner as the blood, &c. The bones of tbe feet and 
eg* are harder and are worth grinding and ap- 
plying to the land in the form of phosphate of 
ime, o. they may be mixed with earthy matter 
until the flesh is fully decomposed and then ap- 
plied to thc land whole. These bony parts af- 
ford the best manure for vineyards that can be 
applied to them. A vineyard properly trenched, 
wi h a good dressing of these bones deposited 
near the bottom of the trenched soil would be 
twice as long, and be double as productive os one 
not manured, 

The hair and scrapings of hogs is also a con- 
centrated and most valuable manure that will 
lastmmv rears, and when not manufac ured 
for < th -r purposes should never be allowed to go 
to waste. 

Although much of our land is comparatively 
new, yet there is much tnat is greatly exhausted, 
and without a reform in the (be hod in treating 
it, all will ultimably become worn out. It is 
then of the utmost importance that every mate- 
rial that can be obtained in the form of manure 
should be carefully husbanded ana applied to
